State Assembly Acts

Naturally, therefore, 
the United States feels the pledge has been 
broken when it discovers evidence at con­ 
nection between communis* endeavors in 
this country and the Communist Interna­ 
tional. Friendly diplomatic relationa hang 
In the balance. 


Who is responsible for the dog? 
Russia 
seems reluctant to accept 
responsibility, 
despite the plain fact that Communist In­ 
ternational and the government of Soviet 
Russia are undeniably in association. It is 
Interesting, Incidentally, to rem em ber that 
Germany, angered by the activities of com­ 
munists, never haa tried to split hairs over 
the difference between the Soviet and the 
Communist International. Germay does not 
make any distinction. Neither do France, 
Great Britain, Italy or any of 
Russia's 
closer neighbors. 


The United States, by refusing to see 
the distinction which 
Russia 
would Uke 
to have recognised, la doing only 
what 
other governments which are dealing with 
communism close at hand have been doing 
for years. Rusala and the Communist In­ 
ternational have too much in common to 
deny their connection with each other.

w-hich required that before a judge 
could sentence any man to prison, 
he must have have served a prison 
sen ten ce himself, not in retribu- 
JB b i for a crime against society, 
that he might know the enor­ 
mity of the sentence he was ad­ 
ministering.

34,000 pounds. T his really seem s 
terrific, but, of course, it is equal­ 
ized by a pressure from w ithin the 
' body. 
Sudden alteratio n s in the pres­ 
sure lead to physical changes. Un­ 
der the accustom ed 
pressure 
the 
tissues 
and 
organs of the body 
function 
properly. 
It has an im­ 
portant part in the breathing and 
the circulation of the blood. W ith­ 
out this pressure we would fall 
J * , art.

Caisson Disease Serious 
T he 
average 
m an suffers from 
w eakness, headache and sickness 
a t the stom ach as 
soon

reaches a high altitude, when up 
in a plane or when clim bing m ount­ 
ains.

exposure to 
th e extrem ities. The sight, hearing 
and o th er bodily functions may be 
seriously 
affected.

tom s are due to a low ering of the 
usual atm ospheric pressure. 
On occasions I have

about “Caisson disease’ . T his is a 
peculiar affliction of those engag- \ 
ed in underground or underw ater j 
work, such as constructing tunnels. 
T hese men are subjected to an in­ 
crease 
of 
atm ospheric

w ith serious consequences. Unless

precautions 
are taken, a 
fatal form of the disease m ay be 
produced. 
Reaction O ften Acute

persons

able than others to w ithstand the

changes. T his is an essential re­ 
quirem ent of the aviator, who m ust 
to lerate high altitu d es w ithout ill 
effect. Persons who are susceptible
